NEW YORK, July 22.—The second 
trial that the Defender had in New 
York waters against the Vigilant to- 
day only furnished more evidence that 
thè new boat Is better than the old one 
in light weather. They salled over a 
triangular course outside Sandy Hook, 
and weng tested in pretty nearly every 
kind of sailing. They started out be- 
fore the wind.

DEATH OF DR DEN. 


FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED IN 
BAKER BLOCK, 


Died All Alone—Thus the Nestor of 
the Medical Fraternity in Los 
Angeles County Passed’ Away—A 
Sketch of His Life. 


Dr. Richard S. Den, the Nestor of the 
medical fraternity in Los Angeles, was 
found dead in bed in his rooms in the 
Baker Block about 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

The old gentleman had not been seen 
by any of his friends or other tenants 
of the block since about 6 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening. The supposition was 
that he had gone out of town for a few 
days, probably to the seashore. Daily 
papers lying at his door showed that 
he had not left his apartment since 
Sunday morning. Noting his unac- 
counted-for absence, the janitor of the 
building yesterday grew suspicious and 
looked in the rear windows. He did 
— notice anything unusual, however, 


: therefore dropped the investiga- 
on. 


About 5 o’clock a boy delivering pa- 


pers scented an awful sténch exuding 
from the door. He notified the janitor, 
and the latter, also observing the 
stench, notified the police. Officer Rich- 
ardson, who was detailed to investi- 
gate, entered the rooms through 4 
window and found the old man dead 
upon his couch. Everything in the 
room was in order, howing that he had 


retired in his usual manner and passed. 


away sleeping. 
When the doors and windows of the 
room were opened the stench that came 


evidently having been dead since some 


tion had already set in. He lay on his 
right side, and there was no indication 
of any struggle. 

Coroner Campbell was notified and 
sent the body to Robert Garrett’s un- 
dertaking rooms in the adjoining 
building. During the evening Drs. 
Campbell and Bryant held an autopsy, 
and found that d®ath was eaused by 
fatty degeneration of the heart. An in- 
quest will be held at 11 o’clock today. 


Dr. Den was one of the picturesque — 


figures of Los Angeles. His courtly 
personage was a familiar sight to all 
old residents, and he was a typical 
Irish gentleman of the old school. 
Loved and respected he was by all 
who knew him. He was especially 
popular among the Spanish population, 
many of whom would have no other 
physician.so long as he was practicing. 
He retired’ from active practice a few 
years ago on account of the infirma- 
tives of age, but some of his old pa- 
tients still insisted on having his serv- 
ives. 

As though anticipating death, he had 
just completed for himself a handsome 
vault and -monument in the Roman 
Catholic Cemetery on Buena Vista 
street, costing $5000 or $6000. He was a 
devout Catholic, and performed many 
charitable acts. For years he gave his 
services free to the children in the Sis- 
ters’ orphan school. 

Dr. Den never was married, but he 
has relatives at/ Santa Barbara, who 
have been notified of his death, and 
will be here to attend the funeral. He 
occupied the suite of rooms in the Ba- 
ker Block in which he died ever since 
the building was completed. 

His estate is valued at $75,000 to $100,- 
000. Not long ago he sold one piece of 
property for $50,000. In all probability 
he left a will, making his Santa Bar- 
bara nephews. and nieces his principal

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH. 
Dr. Richard S. Den was born in Ga- 
randara, County Kilkenny, Ireland, in 
1821, his family dating their ancestry 
back to the time of King Henry II., 
1171. After a preliminary education in 
Dublin he entered the City Infirmary 
and Leper Hospital of Waterford, re- 
maining there for six years during the 
summer sessions. In December, 1839, 
having completed the regular courses of 
instruction and practice of midwifery 
in Dublin, R. S. Den passed his exami- 
nation and afterward received his first 


April, 1840, at a public examination of 
the students of the first class, held at 
‘the original School of Anatomy, Medi- 


certificate was awarded him in the 
three branches of his profession... Con- 
tinuing to pursue his studies and having 
attained his majority, he, in August, 
1842, received his final qualifications. 
The same month he was appointed sur- 
geon on a large ship, bound for Mazat- 
lan. From that lace he sailed for 
Santa Barbara to visit his brother, in- 
tending to remain only a short time, 
but, for months, no vessel touching 
these, then almost unknown shores, he 


was prevailed upon by the residents to 
remain with them. 


During the winter of 1843-44, while vis- 


iting Los Angeles, whither he had 
been called to perform some difficult 
operations, a petition signed by all the 
leading people, native and foreign, was 
presented to him, inviting him to re- 
main among them and practice his pro- 
fession.

In 1854 he went again to Santa Bar- 
bara county, where. he was engaged 
some twelve years in looking after the 
interests of his San Marcos Rancho of 
eight leagues, which was stocked with 
cattle.

The proper rem- 
edy for an error is an appeal to the 
higher court, and Mr. James moved that 
the writ be discharged and the prisoner 
remanded on the ground ‘that a writ of

tion, and enjoyment of the land by the 
public at large or by public agencies, 
and a due protection of private property 
will preclude the government.from seiz- 
ing it in the hands of the owner and 
turning it over to another on vague 
grounds of public benefit to spring 
from the more profitable use to 
Which the latter may devote it.“ 
And, after referring to the statement 
of a learned jurist that “if the public 
interest can be in any, way promoted by 
the taking of private property, it must 
rest in the wisdom of the Legislature to 
determine whether the benefit to the 
public will be of sufficient importance to 
render it expedient for them to exercise 
the right of eminent domain, and to au- 
thorize an interférence with the private 
rights of individuals for ‘that purpose,” 
says: “It would not be entirely safe, 


| however, to apply with much liberality 


the language above quoted that, ‘where 
the public interest can be in any way 
promoted by the taking of private prop- 
erty,’ the taking can be considered for 
public use. It is certain that there are 
very,many cases in which the property 
of some individual owners would be 
likely to be better employed or ocou- 
pied to the chiang te of the public 
interest in other hands than in their 
own, but it does not follow from this 
circumstance alone that they may right- 
fully be dispossessed. It may be for the 
public benefit that all the wild lands 
of the State be improved and cultivated, 


all the low lands drained, all the un- 


sightly places beautified, all delapidated 
buildings replaced by new, because all 
these things tend to give an aspect of 
beauty, thrift; and comfort to the coun- 
try, and thereby to invite settlement, 
increase the value of lands, and gratify 
the public taste; but the-common law 
has never sanctioned an appropriation 
of property. based upon these considera- 
tions alone, and some further element 
must, therefore, be ipvolved before the 
appropriation can be regarded as sanc- 
tioned by our constitutions. The ‘rea- 
Son of the case, and the settled practice 
of free governments must be our guides 
in determining what is or is not to be 
regarded as public use, and that only 
can be considered such where the gov- 
ernment is supplying its own needs, or 
is furnishing the facilities for its citi- 
zens in regard to those matters of pub- 
lic necessity, convenience, or welfare 
which, on account of their peculiar 
character, and the difficulty—perhaps 
impossibility—of making provision for 
them otherwise, it is alike proper, use- 
ful, and needful for the government to 
provide. 

“Every government is expected to 
make provision for the public, ways, 
and for this purpose it may seize and 
appropriate lands. . The govern- 
ment also provides courthouses for the 
administration of justice; buildings for 
its seminaries of instructidbn; aqueducts 
to convey pure and wholesome water 
into large towns; it builds levees to 
prevent the country being overflowed 
by the rising streams; it may cause 
drains to be constructed to relieve 
swamps and marshes of their stagnant 
water, and other measures of general 
utility, in which the public at large 
are interested, and which require the 
appropriation of private property, are 
also within the power, where they fall 
Within the reasons underlying the 
cases mentioned.“ 

Can it be properly held that within 
the reasons that underlie any of the 
cases in which private property may be 
taken for ‘a public use falls the case 
where. it is sought to take such prop- 
erty in order to supply water only to 
certain individuals within a certain dis- 
trict? I think not. The property to be 
held by the corporation whose creation 
is provided for by the legislation in 
question is not, as said by the Supreme 
Court of California in re Madera Irri- 


gation District, 92 Cal., 322, to be held 


“in trust for the public,” but in trust 
for the land-owners of the ‘listrict, and 
for nobody else. Manifestly, they do 
not constitute the public, whether they 
number many or few; and for their ex- 
clusive use the private property of no 
man can be taken without his consent. 
“To lay, with one hand,” said the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in 
Loan Association vs. Topeka, 20.Wal- 
lace, 655. the power of the government 
on the property ot the citizen, and with 
the other bestow it on other individuals 


to aid private enterprises and build up 


private fortunes, is not the less a rob- 
bery because it is done under the forms 
of law, and is called taxation.“ In 
Cummings vs. Peters, 56 Cal., 593, it 
was held that several owners of mines 
could not condemn a right-of-way for 
a ditch through which to convey water 
to work their mines, because the use 
was a private one, being limited to spe- 
cific individuals, and not intended for 
the general public. Precisely the same 
thing is true in respect to the legisla- 
tion in question. It is wholly imma- 
terial whether individuals 
are named or are designated as the 
owners of the lands within the ‘district, 
or whether they number a half dozen 
only, or as many hundred. The im- 
portant and controlling fact in respect 
to this point is that in the case at bar, 
as in the case of the mine-owners re- 
ferred to in 56 California,’ 593, the use 
of the water is limited to specific indf- 
viduals, and the interest of the public 
is nothing more than that indi and 
collateral benefit that it derives: from 
every improvement of a useful char- 
acter that igs made in the State, 

In the matter of ‘drafi 
quest River Gi N. J. Law. Rep., 175, 
Chief Justice Beasley, speaking for the 
court of errors, in respect to a State 
statute Which he explained as de- 
signed to enable one set of land owners 
to compel. another. set to co-operate, 
against their will, to drain that body 
or meadow. land in which they had 
separate interests, said: The persons 
‘thus coerced manifestly suffer an in- 
vasion of their ordinary proprietary 
rights. Why should they thus be 
forced either to improve their own land 
or help to improve the land of others? 
It cannot reasonably be contended that 
this burthen must be borne because 
the improvement is.a public one. This 
‘was the view of. the effect of this act 
expressed in the case of matter of 
drainage, etc (6 Vroom, 497;) but as 
such view was founded on the notion 
that a legislative requisition that priv- 
ate lands should be drained at the ex- 
pense of their ow W. 
of power similar in kind to a proceed- 
ing to condemn private property for 
the use of a public road, I am com- 
pelled to think that decision rests 
upon a basis that is manifestly inde- 
fensible. I see no rational ground 
for the assumption that the schemes to 
be executed by this act are, in the 
main, matters Which, in any just sense, 
can be said to be of public concern. It 
it true that, under certain conditions, 
the reclamation of very 
tracts of land which are subject to 
overflows by the tides, or which are 
otherwise submerged, may assume the 
importance of a public undertaking. 
Such was the case presented in the

It 
does not seem open to question that it is 
the owners alone who are interested | 
in the compulsory improvement of 
these lands.

f individual prosperity; the 


incident .o 
effect of drainage is to cause a more 
plentiful product than the land would 
yield in its unréclaimed condition; in 
this result, the owner is directly in- 
terested; the community indirectly 
only, and it is a perversion of legal 
terms to call thé enterprise, on ac- 
count of isuch collateral advantage, 
a public one. So false is such a con- 
tention, that, if yielded to, it jwould 
| legalize the compulsory establishment 
‘| of manufactories or the converting of 
forests into arable land, or the execu-. 
tion of any private enterprise what- 
ever, as, in.all such matters, the State 
has a remote interést. To call the 
legislative flat that a half dozen per- 
sons shall drain their land at their 
joint expense, and for their private ad- 
vantage, an exercise of the taxing 
power of the State, is, in my judgment, 
simply a misnomer. Nor is such an 
‘exercise of power any more justifiable, 
if it is to be derived merely from the 
nature of the“ legislative authority, 
than would be an enactment command-. 
ing A and B to farm their several 
lands at their joint expense; and yet 
no one will pretend that this can be 
done. Under a constitution that guar- 
antees the inviolability of private prop- 
erty, and limits the law-making power 
to the function of legislation, it 
appears to me entirely inadmissible to 
claim that it is a legitimate use of the 
prerogative to legislate, to.enact a law, 
such as the present one, requiring a few 
land-owners to. improve their lands for 
their own profit, and at their own ex- 
pense. I regard it as a clear infringe- 

ent of the Constitution to take, by 
| force of a statute, the money of a per- 
son from him, even though such money 
should, against his will, be used for his 
private benefit, in the improvement of 
his land. Such an act has nothing in 
common, with respect to legal princi- 
ples, with the condemnation of prop- 
erty for the uses of the community, 
and to the charging, to a limited.extent, 
of the costs of such improvement upon 
the land-owners specially, benefited. I 
cannot assent to the hypothesis that 
this law can rest on the State’s right to 
tax, or on its eminent domain.““““ 

Like the case last cited, the scope of 
the legislation under consideration is 
not limited to cases where the territory 
‘designed to be supplied with water for 
irrigation is so extensive as to assume 
the importance of a public undertaking 
and where, when provided, the water is 
available to every person within the 
district upon the same terms and con- 
ditions, but it embraces every case 
where a tract of country, be it large or 
small, is susceptible of one mode of irri- 
gation from a common source and by 
the same system of works, and a major-. 
ity of the holders of title or evidence of. 
title thereto petition for the organiza- 
tion of an irrigation district, and two- 
thirds of the qualified voters within the 
boundaries of the district as established. 
by the Board of Supervisors vote in 
favor of it. A half-dozen persons, as 
well as many hundreds, may constitute 
a majority of the, holders of title or evi- 
dence of title to the lands falling’ 
within the designation of the statute,

Another fatal objection to the main- 
| tenance of the legislation here in ques- 
tion, under the right of eminent do- 
main, is, that, if it be regarded as un- 
dertaken by the public primarily as a 
matter of public concern, the assess- 
ment upon the landsowners must be 
limited to benefits Amparted, which is 
not the case withrthis statute. (Wurts 
vs, Hoagland, 114 U. S., 613, The Tide- 
water Co. vs. Coster, 18 N. J. Ed. Rep., 
527.) 
It does not seem to me to admit of 
doubt that, if the act in question can 
be maintained at all, it must be under 
the power of assessment for local im- 
provements, or, as expressed by the Su- 
preme Court in Wurts vs. Hoagland, 
supra, “the power of the Legislature to. 
| establish regulations by which adjoin- 
ing lands, held by various owners in | 
severalty, and in the improvement of 
which all have a common interest, but 
which, by reason of the peculiar nat- 
ural condition of the whole tract, .can- 
not be improved or enjoyed by any of 
them without the concurrence of all. 
may be reclaimed and made useful to 
all at their joint expense.” But no more 
than any other can that power be exer- 
cised without due process of law.“ 
Not only does the legislation in ques- 
tion provide for the assessing and sell- 
ing, and thus for the taking, of private 
property in order to supply water for 
irrigation to specific persons within the 
dtstrict, and to those only, but all of 
this is authorized to be done without 
affording the owner any opportunity to 
be heard in opposition to the validity 
of the proceedings. As has been seen, 
the act provides as a condition prece- 
dent to the organization of the district 
the presentation to the Board of Super- 
visors of the county in which the lands 
or the greater portion thereof are situ- 
ated, at a regular meet of such 
board, of a petition signed by fifty, or 
a majority of the holders of title, or 
evidence of title, to lands susceptible 
of one mode of irrigation from a com- 
mon source and by the same system of 
works, as shown by the equalized 
eounty assessment roll next preceding 
the presentation of the petition, which 
petition shall specifically describe the 
proposed boundaries of the district, 
and ask that it be organized under the 
provisions of the act. The Supreme 
Court of California said, in the Madera 
irrigation case (92 Cal., 323,) in answer 
to the present objection to the act, that 
the tor the organization of 
the district does not affect the prop- 
erty of anyone within the district, and 
that he is not, by virtue thereof, de- 
prived of any “property. Such result 
does not arise until after the delin- 
quency on his part in the payment of 
an assessment that may be levied upon 
his property, and before that time he 
has opportunity to be heard as to the 
correctness of the valuation which is

it is true, have any, opportunity to be
